John Coffman noted one bidder offered to establish a “Chinese Wall”
between company staff working on Universal Service Fund and those
otherwise doing Missouri advocacy, but would not commit that all
offices would refrain from advocacy with Missouri companies.

Connie Murray stated she was still concerned with a conflict of
interest; the “Chinese Wall” would not be sufficient

Discussion of options. Given the concerns, possible courses of action
include rebid with potential exclusion of telecommunications
experience to broaden bidder pool, have PSC staff manage the
Universal Service Fund, or ask another state agency.

Tt was suggested that staff review the RFP for possibility of changing it
to expand the bidder base — include financial institutions as options
and ask PSC telecommunications staff to provide technical assistance
as needed.

Connie Murray moved to reject the bids. Kelvin Simmons seconded.



Steve Gaw moved to table the motion to reject the bids until the next
meeting. Secretary Bryan Forbis seconded.
